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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-13, drawn to a rotatable mounted shaft member mounted 
between the inlet and outlet passages to allow communication with a cylinder. 

Group II, claim(s) 14-16, drawn to method of using a rotatable shaft member for 
allowing an ingress and egress of combustion and combustion gases from a cylinder. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the rotatable shaft 
member of Group I contains three rotatable positions for ingress, egress, or prevent 
leakage of combustion gases into or out of the cylinder. Group II claims the shaft as 
being rotated for preventing leakage only, thus other means for adjusting the shaft 
member (e.g. sliding the shaft member) in order to allow an ingress of air form the inlet 
or egress of combustion gases from the cylinder may be possible. Additionally, Group I 
further contains an inner tube within the rotatable shaft which are both driven by the 
crankshaft where the speed of rotation can also be adjusted. 
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3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
